Madera, Cal., June 25, 1900. 

O N the 17th day of May of this year two stages, plying between 
Chinese on the Sierra Railway, in Tuolumne County, 
and Yosemite Valley, were held up a short distance east of Moffit’s 
bridge, on the Tuolumne river, by a lone robber with a shotgun. The 
robber succeeded in obtaining about $150; taking no jewels or any¬ 
thing that could be identified. The passengers state that this man 
spoke with a Swedish accent. 

On the morning of the 2nd of this month, one private stage and 
three regular stages from Raymond to Yosemite were held up about 
two miles below Grub Gulch in Madera County, by one man carrying 
a Winchester rifle, his face masked with a blue bandana handkerchief, 
and his hands blackened. The private stage was held an hour and a 
half awaiting the arrival of the regular stages. The robber in the 
mean time joked with the passengers aud appeared perfectly at ease. 
He gave the driver a slip ’of paper on which had been printed with a 
lead pencil, “The Black Kid,” and said that they would probably be¬ 
come better acquainted. In the intervals between the arrival of the 
stages two United States cavalrymen, traveling in advance of their 
troop, were halted and disarmed, and a teamster held up. After the 
robbery of the last stage a second teamster drove up, was halted and 
the robber demanded his lunch and an ax with which to break open 
Wells, Fargo & Co.’s treasure box, which he had obtained from the 
mail stage. While engaged with this teamster, Troop F, United States 
Cavalry, appeared on the scene, and though he had taken everything as it 
came up to this time, the robber evidently concluded that a whole troop of 
United States Cavalry were too many for him, so he threw off his mask 
and took to the brush. The troopers were after him immediately, but 
though they scoured the country and searched the brush faithfully for several hours, he could not be found. 
They found near the scene of the hold up a barley sack, evidently the property of the robber, containing 
among other things, a compass, pair of field glasses and twenty-four stamp photos. 

The passengers’ description of this man vary considerably—his height being placed anywhere from 
5 feet, 8 inches to 5 feet, io *4 inches, and his weight at anywhere from 150 to 175 lbs. All agree, however, 
that he spoke with the accent of a Swede or German, and that his hair was a little lighter than medium 
where it could be seen below his hat on the back of his head. He was dressed in blue overalls, dark cotton 
shirt with narrow light stripes, black slouch hat and heavy brogan shoes. 

This robber obtained about $280 aud was also careful not to take anything that could be identified. 

We have ascertained that the stamp photos found in the sack were taken in Fresno on May 21, 1900, 
but the photographer did not know the name of the man who had them taken. The compass, field glasses 
and a 38-55 Winchester rifle were purchased at a second-hand store in Fresno on May 23. The clerk who 
made the sale says that the stamp photos are perfect likenesses of the purchaser, and that he thinks he gave 
his name as Weller, though it may have been Willard or Mallard. The clerk described him as being a 
Swede about 5 feet, 10 inches in height, and weighing about 160 lbs., with medium mustache, inclined to 
be sandy, and hair a little lighter than medium. 

The foregoing is a brief history of two of the most daring crimes in the annals of stage robbery in 
California, and there can be little doubt that both were committed by the same man. It is not necessary to 
say that it behooves every officer in this and adjoining States to use every effort to catch this man. He has 
the nerve to attempt anything, and is likely to be heard from at any time and at any place. 

The State and Wells, P'argo & Co. each offer a standing reward of $300 for the arrest and conviction of 
this class of offenders, making a total of $600 that will go to the man who succeeds in landing “The Black 
Kid” behind the bars.

The Governor shall offer a Standing Reward of Three Hundred Dollars ($300) for the arrest of each person engaged 
in the robbery of, or in an attempt to rob, any person or persons upon, or having in charge, in whole or in part, any stage coach, wagon, 
railroad train, or other conveyance, engaged at the time in carrying passengers, or any private conveyance within this State; the reward will be 
paid to the person or persons making the arrest, immediately upon the conviction of the person or persons so arrested; but no reward shall be 
paid except after such conviction. 

2. This Act shall take effect from and after its passage. Approved at Sacramento, by Wm. Irwin, Governor of California. 

OREGON, - S300. 

Ninth Regular Session. Oregon Legislature. 

AN ACT imposing Certain Duties upon the Governor of the State. (Approved Oct. 20, 1876.) 

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Oregon: 

Section i. The Governor shall offer a Standing Reward of Three Hundred Dollars ($300) for the arrest of each person who shall 
place, or attempt to place, any obstruction on any railroad track, or who shall misplace any switch on any such road, whereby the life of any 
person passing over said road may be endangered, and for the arrest of each person engaged in the robbing, or attempting to rob, any person 
upon, or having in charge, in whole or in part, any stage coach, wagon, railroad train, or other conveyance, engaged in carrying passengers, or any 
private conveyance within this State; the reward to be paid to the person making such arrest out of any money not otherwise appropriated, im¬ 
mediately upon the conviction of the person so arrested; but no reward shall be paid except after such conviction. 

2. This act shall take effect after its approval by the Governor. Approved at Salem, by L. F. Grover, Governor of Oregon.

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled “An Act to Authorize and Require the Payment of Rewards in Certain Cases,” 

Approved Feb. 26, 1877. (Approved Feb. 23, 1885.) 

The People of the State of Nevada , represented in the Senate and Assembly , do enact as follows: 

SECTION i. Section one of said Act is hereby amended to read as follows : 

Section i. The Governor shall offer a Standing Reward of Two Hundred and Fifty Dollars for the arrest of each person engaged in 
the robbery of, or in the attempt to rob, any person or persons upon, or having in charge, in whole or in part, any stage coach, wagon, railroad 
train, or other conveyance, engaged at the time in conveying passengers, or any private conveyance within the State, or for the arrest of each 
person engaged in the robbery of, or in the attempt to rob, any person or persons upon any highway in the State of Nevada; the reward to be 
paid to the person or persons making the arrest immediately upon the conviction of the person or persons so arrested; provided , no reward shall 
be paid except after such conviction; and provided, further , that the provisions of this Act shall not apply to any Sheriff*, Constable, Marshal or 
police officer who shall make such arrest, in performance of the duties of his office in the county where such officer resides, or in which his official 
duties are required to be performed.

BURGLARY! 

Since September 7th a series of burglaries have occured here. It is evidently the work of one man only. 
He may strike your town at any time. He is a window-worker, and generally does not take jewelry looks 
for inoney only. His method is to try the pantry window, and if such is not “right” he will then try the 
window on front or rear porch. Generally selects a corner residence where porches are shaded either by 
vines or trees. He takes alleys instead of streets going to and from “work.” Wore, while operating here* 
No. 8% or 9 pointed-toe shoes. After prying open the window with a jimmy, which leaves an impression on 
the sill like the end of a large, fiat screw driver, he removes his shoes, sneaks up to sleeping apartments, 
takes clothing of sleepers out in hall and takes the coin and departs. He will tackle 3 or sometimes 4 houses 
in a square block, generally operating between 1:30 and 3:30a.m. On September 7th and 8th he entered 3 
houses and tried 3 more. Took 1 old style diamond stud, black enamel; 1 pair gold spectacles; 1 open face gold 
watch, case No. 80,639; 1 gold handled pen knife, diamond setting; all told, $85.00 in coin—left lots of jewelry 
behind within his reach. From September 8th till September 21st he did not operate, evidently having left 
town. Since September 21st till September 26th he entered 8 houses and tried 3 others, but only got $15.00 in 
coin; left lots of jewelry. 

From the residence of Dr. F. W. Hatch, 1207 O street, he took, on the night of Sept. 23d, $7.00 in coin, one 
diamond stud, with peculiar safety cross bar, and a solid open face gold watch, Swiss movement, No. 51,357, 
case No 51,357; on case was monogram “F. W. H.”; inscribed inside of case, “presented to Dr. F. W. Hatch 
by his friends at the Napa Insane Asylum.” 

We have no description of the burglar. Should you be able to f>lace such a “worker,” or should similar jobs
